In 
fact,- he had indicated to me we would run 
together. for the county board seats this 
spring." 

"The tragedy of his death is tempered by- 
the knowledge that he is at some rest in the 
comrany of his wife," commented Lake 
Gounfiy Board Member Harry Thomas of 
Liberfyville. Robin's wife, Delores (Dee), 
died on Oct. 13, 1978. 

"THE PEOPLE OF Lake County have suf- 
fered a loss that they will feel for a long time 
to come," Thomas said. 

"All people in Grant Township are sad- 
dened. He had been a leader in Grant Town- 
ship for many years," commented Lake 
County Board Member Joseph Tobolik of

'simple and not as, in- 
convenient as many 
motorists ; may think, , ac- 
cording to the AAA-Chicago 
Motor Club, which is offering 
some guidelines for cur- 
tailing mileage. 

."President Carter's recen- 
tly suggested 15-mile-per- 
week cutback need, not be 
viewed as a hard-and-fast 
rule," said Neis L. Pierson, 
AAA-CMC president. 

"Rather, it should be 
looked on as a guideline." 
Pierson suggested that some 
drivers may be able to 
average even greater cut- 
backs over longer periods of 
time. 

"Altering vacation plans, 
putting off the purchase of 
an unnecessary second 
car or switching to a more 
mileage-efficient one are 
among the best ways to ac- 
complish significant mileage 
savings in a single step," he 
explained. 

For drivers interested in 
curtailing daily, weekly or 
monthly driving, the AAA- 
CMC suggests recording all 
trips and applicable 
mileages in a given period of 
time. It is then easy to deter- 
mine which trips might have 
been combined with others, 
which could have involved 
public transportation and 
which might have been 
eliminated altogether. 

A mileage log puts drivers 
in a better position to set a 
mileage "budget," putting 



and saving fuel at the same 
time. 

Other "gas watcher" tips 
from the AAA-CMC include 
the following: 

Whenever possible, car- 
pool -or Jise public tran- 
sportation to get to work, 
even once or twice a week; ; . : - 
£j Combine family errands,' 
shopping trips and the like to 
avoid a lot of running back 
and forth; 

Schedule routine medical 
and dental appointments for 
more than one member of 
the family at the same time; 

Carpool with neighbors for 
shopping, errand-running, 
taking the kids to school, 
even evening classes, 
whenever possible; 

Try to handle all shopping 
at one shopping center to 
avoid driving from one 
location to another. Com- 
parison shopping can be 
done by phone or through 
newspaper ads; 

When combining trips and .

Be sure your teenagers 
really need the . car when' 
they ask for it. Encourage 
them to do more double- 
dating. Plan your own social 
activities around carpooling, 
too', whenever practical; 

Cut down on trips to see 
friends in other parts of the 
community.
